Mr. Hoch also advised that it appeared likely that 
reports by Agehts Sibert and O'Neil, who reportedly attended the 
autopsy, were included in one of three Commission documents 
(Commission Documents 5, 7 and 40). Be commented that the . ■ 
Archives had not yet removed portions of these documents which 
were withheld because they deal with Jack Ruby and inquired as to 
whether the Bureau could advise him as to what pages in these documents 
tiie reports of the autopsy appeared. He stated the documents are 
lengthy and are accessible only if he can specify which pages are of 
interest. 

OBSERVATION: 


It is apparent that Hoch has done considerable research 
into thd assassination. Be is a oollege student; not a professional 
writer and it is believed that in view of the recent publicity concerning 
the autopsy reports, we should not furnish him any information 
concerning the autopsy. It is believed that it would be permissible to 
advise him that the FBI did enjoy excellent liaison with the Secret 
8ervice throughout the Investigation but that we not comment any further 
concerning his inquiry. Bullies contain no information identifiable with 
Hoch. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That the attached letter go forward to Mr. Hoch.
